Forest Lands Face 
Real Fire Hazard 



Despite slight rainfalls, forest 
lands in the state are still ex- 
tremely dry and present a real 
hazard. State forestry division 
director Gene Butcher has 
warned 

He said a total of 224 fires 
burned 1.558 acres of timber 
during the month of October. 
The number and average size 
of the fires has been steadily 
increasing, he added, and scant 
rainfalls have provided only a 
temporary respite. 

Butcher said no rain has fal- 
len in the western portion of 
the state, and the fire buildup 
index there has risen beyond 
the danger point where fires 
spread rapidly and are difficult 
to control. He warned all citi- 
zens to be extremely cautious 
of trash and leaf fires.

Q — May I make a peraonal 
appearance before a local 
board other than my own in 
regard to my classification? 

A — A registrant has the right 
to appear only before the local 
board which classified him and 
his case cannot be transferred 
to another local board for the 
purpose of accomplishing the 
personal appearance.

That exi.'-t.s, for tlie nio.st part, in the limiK'r areas 
and is an alUmpcrtant factor i.v making tree fanning possible 
on a huge sea'r*.

Her 
training, her progress, and now her self-supporting 
employment refiect the opportunities available in re- 
habilitation workshops. Some of these workshops are 
operated solely by the State Rehabilitation Bureau or 
in cooperation with other State agencies. Others, such 
as the one in Lexington, are made possible by local 
effort in cooperation with the State Rehabilitation 
Bureau.
